Besides contact with the ZALQIRIS Detachment the VYTAUTAS detachment was also 
in contact with the GELE2IBIS YURAS Detachment until the winter 1951/1952 
when heavy snowfalls and increasing number of roundups prevented further 
liaison. - ^ The GSLEZ1NIS V1UCAS Detachment is also within the TABRAS District 
partisan framework.

Introduction 

1. After the end of the Goman Occupation and Its replacement by the 
Russian Array, the various resistance movements (represented by the different 
groups which were known to have bean active during the German occupation) 
coalesced In 1946 into one General Democratic Resistance Movement - the BDPS. 1 * 

A "declaration" to that effect was signed by representatives of five separate 

• 2 

resistance bodies which ceased their independent existence as of that time. 

2. The BDPS continued to exist from that date onward - passing through 
various phooes of organizational struggles brought to a head by seas of its 
integral parts, caused mainly by splits and sometimes violent quarrels over 
the conflicting claims of active as opposed to passive resistance. The first 
chairman of the BOPS in 1946 was Professor Harkulis a SRiSLIS, A man whose 
cryptonyra was L0KY3 was also associated with EB&LIS . The third member of the 
BDPS leadership was a Z&skeviciua, the eon of General Zaskevieiua, who used 
the cryptonym 3HA.LL8A, A it. Colonel Vltkus, also known as Kaslraiorait i e , was 
the fourth leader.^ In addition to those four principals there were other 
members of the BOPS. Among those known were Ant anas Miokinie (true name) and 
a (fnu) Soruta (true name). These two were legally living city residents. It 
is believed that Mlekinis later beoaae a member of the Prassldlum of the BOPS, 

t. 

but it is not known whan. 

J, Harkulis, Lokys, Zaskevieius and Vltkus carried on as the BDPS leader- 
ship until about 1947 (the exact formal organisation structure, if any, is 
nebulous). Harkulis was allegedly arrested in the latter part of 1947 or early 
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in 194ft, and ha* not bass heard from since that tine. Lokys disappeared 
aysteriouoly never to reappear, Zaskerloius is rumoured to have been arrested, 
and Vitktts was killed in June 1946 while an route to a partisan meeting. ^ 

4. Tho liquidation of the Maifettlis § SRELIS BDPS group left the Iithu- 
usnian resistanee without any group which used the n am "BDPS". However, the 
leadership of the Tanr&s partisan district, which had previously been sub- 
ordinated to the SRItlS BDPS, came to the forefront as the "high comm an d" of 
the resistance. Zveys, who was the T auras district leader, became the BDPS 
chairman in feet, if not In name. Zvwys never attempted to assume the "BDPS 
Chairman" title - he never signed any document as such - but he actually 
carried out many of the Amotions of the previous BDPS chairman. Associated 
with Zvsys were Oedladnas (cryptonysa) , Vereaitis (true name) and Vabalis (true 
name). It was this group which sent Skrajunaa to the West in December 1947. 

Maintaining contact with this group were Kiskinia and Alekna who were city 
5 

residents. 

$• Zveyo was killed in the early part of 1946 and hie deputy GEDXKIMAS 
took over the leadership of the BDPS. He brought now members into the Praesidiu* 
established contacts with the regional staffs of partisan groups and with other 
underground organizations . He thus became the leader of all the active and 

g 

passive resistance in Lithuania united under the BDPS Praeeldlura. The leader- 
ship of G&DIKIMAS, however, came to a sudden end in May 1946 when he was killed 
near Taurus in an encounter with a unit of the Soviet Security forces.^ After 
his death the remaining members of the BDPS Praesldium went into hiding and 
the canter organization ofbthe resistance for the time being, became disin- 
tegrated and inoperative* 
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6. 3 lowly the BKPS members began to reorganise the Praeeidina and to 

renew their contact e with other resistance groups, including the active parti- 
san districts. In 1948 A run a a was coisnd. oaioned by the Prassldiua to establish

that tins that he knew VAN AGAS personally. 

7* In August 1948 Arunas was conducted to VAHAGAS by ABAS, the chief of

At this meeting Arunas explained to VAN AG AS that the 
8DPS Praesidittffi had lost two successive leaders, Capt. Zveys and GSDIHIMAS, 
and that the leadership was offered to Capt. ZKKAITIS .from whoa the Praesidiua 
never received an viewer. Arunas ale© informed VAN AGAS of the latest reorgani- 
sation of the BDPS Fraesidium and of its leadership, and convoyed to VAN AG AS 

the Praesidium's proposal to arrange a meeting between VAN AGAS and Professor

8 . VAHAGAS accepted the offer and disclosed that he kept contact with the

Tauras region partisans, and indicated that he could, perhaps, help in bring-

ing this group into the general scheme. After this first contact permanent 
contact with VAHAGAS was established and farther meetings later took place 
between VAHAGAS on the ona hand and Arunas and Asoolas on the other. It was 
made quite clear to both Vanagas and Uta» that the BDPS Pr&esidium works for 
the unification, under its leadership, of all passive and active resistance.^ 
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9* Contact between the BDP3 Praeeidiu® and th« T&uras region partisan 

was also established. The BDPS Praesidiua was represented by Asuolas who

1. On 16 February 1949 the partisan leader Zemaitls convened a conference 

18 

of various leaders of- active partisans which took place in Z^amitija. Among 
others who attended this meeting was Tanagas, then the leader of Dainava District. 
As a result of this seating the following declaration was issued! 

a. To change the name of the 8DP3 into LI.KS (lithuanin Fight 
for Freedom)^?. 

b. To appoint the leadership of the newly formed LLK3 to be 
”* in supreme authority of the Resistance in Lithuania. 

£. For the purpose of the organised resistance Lithuania was 
~ to be divided into three military partisan areas: (1) South, 

(2) North East, (3) North-West. 

2. This declaration was received by the BDPS Praesidiua with vigorous pro- 
test against ouch arbitrary decision and accused the partisan leaders of a 

deliberate manipulation of the split. In order to -Maintain certain unification 

of purpose, the BDPS proposed to LIKS that this new name should be adopted, but 

for the active resistance only, and that BDPS should continue leading all tho 

passive and active resistance in Lithuania through the Praesidium, which was to 

include representatives of the active partisans. This proposal was sent to 

23 

Capt. Zamaitis through Vanag&s, but no answer was given to it. 

3. At the sane time that the seating of the partisans took place, 

16 February 1949, another meeting had been arranged by Vanagas with BDPS rep- 
resentatives Ruginifj and Asuol&s. Since Vanagas had attended the meeting of 
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the partisans. Major Litas of the Dzukai partisans took Vanagas 1 place and 

met with, the BDPS leaders. The BDPS representatives at this meeting restated 

21 

in writing their program and added that they would like to get representatives 
of the active partisans incorporated into the BDPS Praesidiu®. Litas took 
this program with him and promised to pass it to Vanagas who would forward it 

to Capt. Zemaitis. Although a letter from Vanagas to Prof. Dramblys wae re- 

22 

ceived by the BDPS head (via Aranas) , no reply to the program was given. 

4. In 1949, the BDPS Praesidium prepared to send a representative abroad. 

Vanagas and Litas, the two " friendly" partisan leaders were informed about the 

project with the proposal that a member of the active resistance join the BDPS 

representative. This offer, however, was rejected by the partisans. Aranas 

in his report assumes the reason the offer was rejected was the fact that the 

partisans had dispatched their own representative, RIMVYDAS, without the 

24 

knowledge of the BDPS. 



Present State of the BDPS 

1. The BDPS group organized by Draablys in 1948 maintained ita general 
composition until 1952. Known to be directly associated with Dr amblys in the 

Praesldinm are Colonel Eugenis, Broils and others. General Gintautas, an aged, 

/ 

/ infirm Lithuanian army officer served as an inactive advisor to Draablys. In 
addition, Draablys has a number of other contacts or BDPS members whose iden- 
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1j titles are known to BROADWAY . The contact with the Dr amblys complex in the

n /past has been maintained through the two w/t operators attached to Drarabl ys*

' ! BROADWAY envisaged that the w/t man sent with SBVARDA3 would form a third radio

the BDPS Praesidiura maintained contact with groups organised according to

particular professional spheres, e,g. aseong teach ors, doctors, engineers, etc. 

Those groups rep reaent the passive resistance v/hich is as active as circum- 
stances permit. The contact which the BDPS maintains with some of those 
groups is through individual. Praosidiure members. With other group©, contact 
Is maintained through IntenasdiaiieB. Relations between separate groups of 
the passive resistance with the BDPS Praesidius are so controlled that the 
I'^aders of these groups know only one or other of the mmbera of the BDPS 

Praesidiura or «n intermediary. Ho other details about the BDPS are known to 

27 

members of the groups. 

3. Although the split between the active partisans and the BDPS 
Praesidiua resulted in a disruption of the regular contacts between these 
tve groups, th® BDPS Praesidlum nevertheless considered it essential to re- 
tain come contacts wit!’, resadning leaders of the active resistance groups* 

According to EDVARD AS, it was not possible, up to April 1952, to reestablish 
a close contact with the leadership of the LIKS for about one year, because 
the LIKS had been completely disorganized. Sheray measures , terrorism and 
betrayal had scattered the remnants of the LLP3 leadership. Individual groups 
had not maintained contact with each, other, and had continued to operate in- 
dependently. As a result the parti sane are demoralised and it appears that 

its leaders are beginning to disagree among thaffiselVQS, to suspect each other,

and to betray each other to the eneey.

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A. Active Partisan Movement 

1. The degree to which the active partisan movement was damaged during 
roundups reported by £* Jin MUNI 2581 has been extensive. As the 
attached diagram indicates, the entire southern partisan region, the 
n Neaunas n , was completely wiped out. LITAS who at one time headed a parti- 
san unit in this area and whose last known position was as a member of the 
LUCS must be presumed to have been familiar with every organized partisan 
unit tinder his command. His defection to the Soviets has presumably com- 
promised every partisan unit in this area. 

2. The North West partisan region, n Juroa" must be considered compro- 

mised in view of the fact that both the Zemaieia and the Kestutis districts 
were named by^ Jha having been destroyed. Although no indications 

have been given that the North Sast region, "Kalnu" was affected by the 
latest roundups , that possibility cannot be precluded. 

3. It must be presumed from the fact that three well known high ranking 
partisan leaders defected to the Soviets, that the entire partisan organi- 
sation in Lithuania has been seriously damaged. The use of any part of that 
organization in support of future FI missions should be precluded. 

B. Passive Resistance (BPPS) 

1. From the attached background study of the BDPS it can be seen that 
throughout its existence, until the last reported date in April 1952, the 
Praesidium of the BDPS made a continuous effort to maintain contact with the 
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active partisans. This contact was maintained at times through various 
leaders of the active partisan movement , particularly VAN AG AS and LITAS, 
the two leaders who defected to the Soviets as reported by(___ 'J. 

Although there is no evidence to indicate direct contact between the BOPS 
and the active partisans during the last year or two, it is known that the 
effort to make contact, and the possibility that this effort succeeded, con- 
tinued up to the time of SOVAfiDAS exfiltration in May or June 1952. 

2. It can be established with some degree of certainty that meetings 
between VAHAGAS, LITAS and other members of the active partisan leadership 
were held with Dramblys, Ruginis and other high ranking members of the BDPS 
Pr&esidium. 

3. From the above it can be concluded that present members of the BDPS 
Pr&esidium are known personally to the partisan leaders who defected to the 
Soviets. It can also be assumed that before these partisan leaders defected 
to the Soviets their knowledge of the BDPS organisation and possibly the 
location of its leaders was extensive. From this it must be presumed that 
if the BDPS leaders have not yet been arrested by the Soviets, their con- 
tinued free existence is precarious. 

C. Effect of Present Lithuanian Partisan Situation on £* 

1. In view of actions on the part of the Lithuanian partisans detri- 
mental to the overall aims of Lithuanian resistance movements and contrary 
to the best interest of the Lithuanian people, the joint tasks of th 3 

Q ^ were defined as follows: 
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a. Farther clarification of the situation of the partisans; 

b. Attempt to modify their present tactics along the lines 
"* agreed upon by GIA/SIS and; 

c. The. selection of representative partisan leaders for ex- 
filtration and indoctrination abroad in furtherance of our 
over-all aims. 

2. Prom the analysis of present partisan situation it appears that 
the tasks outlined above are no longer valid as a basis for a joi a& GIA/SIS 
Lithuanian operation. The extent to which the active partisan movement has 
been depleted indicates that its potential strength to continue its adverse 
activities has become nebulous. It would therefore seem that the basic aim 
of CANTRIP, to reconcile the partisans* has no longer a basis in fact. The 
particular CIA interest in reconnoiter ^ J present status 

and thereby give CIA an independent clean communications link with Lithuania* 
has been destroyed. The success of exfiltrating J *- n view of his 

compromised position also appears doubtful. The positive intelligence gain 
which CIA would have in a joint CIA/SIS Lithuanian operation is therefore 
very slight, if at all existing. 

3* Until the present situation developed it was planned to use a 
British asset as a reception for the team. Since the existence of 

any such assets are doubtful the £ Jwould have to be sent "hdAdk* 

i.e. without a reception party. Even if th«Q J. team will be received by 
British contacts in Latvia the possibility that this team can safely be 
channeled into Lithuania over dean assets appears slight. 




1. The priority task with regard to any future planning for continued 
joint CIA/BIS activities is to give such a joint operation a new purpose 
based on a realistic assessment of the present Lithuanian resistance. The 
uae of either the active or passive resistance in Lithuania in support of any 
joint operation should be precluded. This course leaves open only two means 
of infiltrating agents into Lithuania: 

a. in a black operation without reception; 

b. infiltration by means of other than the "Black” plane 
or boat, i.e. freighters going into Baltic ports, over- 
land lines of transportation, etc. 

2. Hie purpose of continued Lithuanian operations would be to reestablish 
support points independent from all resistance groups. A purpose for con- 
tinued joint CIA./SIS operations can only be justified if SIS is in possession 
of such overt assets described in para 2b above. If SIS cannot make positive 
contributions in this field 61 A should continue operations into Lithuania by 
itself.
